Save seed corn now! This is the 
plea of Farm Bureau officials ami 
agricultural experts 
,who say that 
corn diseases make early selection 
imperative. 
“Corn diseases are now so wide 
spread in every field that the only 
sale way to select seed corn is from 
healthy stalks in the field about the 
time the com is ready to cut,” said 
County Agent Ford S. Prince, Friday. 
“At this time com disease can be 
most easily wen”, said Mr. Prince, 
“and ears from unhealthy stalks can 
be avoided for seed. 
Corn diseases, or as they are more 
commonly called, corn root rots, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Prince, attack 
corn 
plants from the time com starts to 
germinate in the spring, and where 
they are serious enought the grains 
will fail to grow. If less serious the 
grains will sprout and get to be a 
few inches high then the plant will 
die- Less serious attacks will allow 
the com stalks 
to 
become 
nearly 
mature before they die. 
In slIch cases a reasonably good ear 
may have been 
produced and ears 
from diseased stalks are often chosen 
for seed when corn is selected from 
the crib for this purpose. 
A diseased stalk of coin may be 
distinguished by 
a 
broken tassel, 
broken ear shank, and short decayed 
root system, said Mr. Prince. 


The storage of seed selected early < 
is just. as important as its selection-

in our Civil W ar.

Need in War Zone Overshadows All Else When Annual 
Convention Opens in Washington On 
Monday. 


W ashington, Oct. 9.— PlaAs for im ­ 
mediate relief work in the Near East 
overshadowed all else when the an­ 
nual convention of the American Red 
Cross was opened here today by its 
diairm an, Judgft John Barton Payne. 
Thousands of delegates were in at­ 
tendance from all part* of the coun­ 
try. 
Judge Payne read a letter 
from 
President Harding,.who w'as'unable to 
attend the opening session, express­ 
ing satisfaction because of the 
or­ 
ganizations unfailing strength 
and 
lead.ness for every em ergency.” 
In announcing the 
action of 
the 
executive committee of the Red Cr^as 
in ordering relief work in the Near 
E ast regardless of the cost, Judge 
Payne said: 
“The amount involved no one knows. 
N 0 special sum w as 
appropriated. 
The .nstruction* of the com m ittee 
are that the job be done. 
If it takes 
all the money we have it will be spent 
— if it takes more we w ill g et it.” 
"It has been 
m ost 
gratifying.” 
President Harding said in his letter 
to Judge Payne. 
‘That. your execu­ 
tive committe has appropriated funds 


and has taken steps to render e ffi­ 
cient service in the great and appeal­ 
ing em ergency which has arisen in 
the N ear East.

POSTPONE EUROPEAN DEBT, MCKENNA URGES. 


A plea for definite postponement of payment of debts owed 
by European nations to tne United Stales, was made by the Right 
honorable Reginald McKenna, an outstanding figure in English 
linance, at the Bankers convention in New York. 
Mr. McKenna, who is chairman of the London Joint City 
and Midland Bank, Ltd., after explaining that he spoke “as a; 
banker expressing his personal views and having nothing to do 
with politics," said it will be impossible for any nation of Europe, . 
except England, to pay the debt it now owes. 
Payment should 
be postponed, he declared, until the actual amount wnich each 
nation can ultimately pay has been established by international j 
conferences, 
He called attention to the report of the Bankers’ Committee 
which met this summer in Paris and decided that a resumption 
cf normal trade conditions between countries and stabilization of , 
exchanges could not be accomplished without a definite settle­ 
ment ot the reparation and other international debts. He said: 
“I approach the question solely from the economic point of 
view ana my endeavor is to determine so far as I can the limit of 
the debtor’s capacity to pay and the effect of payment upon the 
world’s trade. 
It is not what the debtors may justly be called j 
upon to pay, but what they arc able to pay, which we as business 
men, anxious to discover the conditions upon which trade pros­ 
perity is founded, must consider with the most careful attention.’’ 
Mr. McKenna gave as his opinion that Germany might be 
able to pay as reparations in the immediate future about $1,000,- 
000,000 derived I rom her foreign balances and the sale of foreign 
securities. 
Such a payment would only be possible if all other 
demands are postponed for a definite period, long 
enough 
to 
stabilize the mark, 
future demands at the expiration of that 
period must be limited to the annual amount of Germany's ex­ 
portable surplus at that time. 
Mr. McKenna does not speak with an 
“English 
accent.” 
There are no broad vowels in his speech. 
It is like that of a 
highly cultured man of any country. 
He talks without gesture. 
His intellectual power dominated his audience. 
What he said 
owed its emphasis and interest not only to the subject m atter, 
but also to his knowledge and authority, which were obvious with­ 
out being obtrusive. It was not necessary to know the speaker or 
history to sense that he was a commanding figure.

IT WAS NOT A “DO NOTHING” CX)NGRESS. 


Those who make the charge of a “do nothing” Congress do 
not file any bill of particulars. 
They content themselves with 
tiresome repetition oi a pnrase which is as misleading as that 
other Democratic campaign phrase, “He kept us out of war.”

is to buy five cents’ worth of dextrine 
or gum from thp drug store and use 
one teaspoon of this to one cupful of 
the dye.
